James Santee, Plantation Parish 
History and Records, 1685- 
1925. Cloth bound on acid-free 
paper, the book is 541 pp., notes, 
illustrations, appendices, 
bibliography, index - the book 
is $37.50 plus $3.50 s/h. 

Isolated St. James Santee 
Parish has been eclipsed 
frequently in South Carolina 
history by both Charleston and 
Georgetown. Yet it is a vital 
historical link between the two 
and this oversight makes their 
history incomplete. Much of the 
wealth that built many of 
Charleston’s buildings and 
institutions had its origins in the 
indigo, cotton and rice culture of 
the St. James Santee Parish area 
— basically the area near 
McClellanville and Jamestown 
in South Carolina. 

Now Anne Baker Leland 
Bridges and Roy Williams, III 
have collaborated to acquaint the 
general reader of South Carolina 
history with the story of this 
unique parish. 

Settlement of the area began 
with the Huguenots who settled 
plantations along the Santee 
River in 1685 after fleeing 
religious persecution in France. 
This is the story of the planters 
at home and the story of their 
impact on the state and nation. 
In a well-written and highly 
readable style, it “has the right 
mixture of local interest and 
regional impact,” according to 
Dr. Alexander Moore, former 
director of the South Carolina 
Historical Society.

Church of England and was the 
first parish organized outside of 
Charleston. The region reached 


its zenith after Jonathan Lucas 


built the first water-powered rice 
mill ca 1787 at Peach Tree 
Plantation.

After the Civil 
War, St. James Santee’s 
plantation world collapsed and 
the struggle of its inhabitants to 
survive was a poignant and

What is the correct way 

to spell your name? 

Donald Lines Jacobus, in his 
Genealogy as Pastime and 
Profession, writes, “The correct 
way to spell your surname is the 
way you yourself spell it...every 
man is privileged to spell his 
own name as he sees fit. But 
because you and perhaps your 
father and grandfather spelled 
the name a certain way is no 
reason for being concerned to 
prove that your first American 
ancestor spelled it the same way. 

It is a matter of small 
importance whether he did or 
did not, and our first American 
ancestors were too much 
occupied with serious matters to 
worry much about how their 
names were spelled. 

The spelling in vital records 
is not conclusive, since it may 
have been the error of a clerk. 
The spelling on gravestones is 
not always conclusive, for 
stonecutters made many 
mistakes. Even an autograph is 
not conclusive unless the writer 
was a person of some education, 
for often men spelled their 
names differently in different 
signatures.” 
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was happy the six months I spent at home for my research 
[= to Europe paid off in many ways. Unfortunately, not 
everything went as smoothly as I had planned. Not all 
archives let me have documents copied, some cemeteries, my 
relatives could not be found interred therein. About a year before 
my anticipated trip, I read articles about successfully researching 
in Poland, i.e. Research Techniques for Poland by Sandy 
Zimmerman in the Newsletter of the JGS Los Angeles, Rootskey, 
Winter 1997, Vol. XVII, No. 1. 

I started a list of the towns I wanted to visit and made and itinerary 
which would allow me to make side-trips from larger towns with 
regional archives. I will not go into my travel arrangements at this 
time and will only relate the research aspects of my visit. Six months 
before my arrival in Poland, I made a list of the regional archives I 
wanted to access (for a directory of Polish National Archives, see 
AVOTAYNU, Vol. X, No. 1, Spring 1994), and wrote to the Polish 
National Archives in Warsaw asking for permission to do research 
in specific regional archives during my stay. I addressed my letter 
to Bronislawa Witkowska, Naczelnik Wydzialu Swpolpracy z 
Zagranica, c/o Naczelna Dyrekcja, Archiwow Panstowowych, ul. 
Dluga 6 skr. Pocztowa Nr 1005,00-950 Warsawa, Poland. 

I listed the towns, surnames and documents being researched, 
being careful to translate all my German towns once in West Prussia 
and Upper Silesia, now in Poland, into today’s Polish names. I had 
several correspondences with the National Archive’s assistant to 
the new director, Daria Nalecz, and most of my letters were answered 
immediately and were in Polish. Using my Polish dictionary helped, 
but just to be certain about the parameters of my permission, I had 

_ the letters translated. I then started a research notebook with the 
information about travel to Poland, and reference materials to be 


used in archives and in cemeteries. _ 
Accessing the internet, I visited a Polish website devoted to the 
historic flooding in Poland during the month of July, just prior to 
my visit. I received information on road closures and the conditions 
of the towns I wished to visit. Then I found a website for information 
on traveling to Poland, http://www.explore-poland.pI|/tips/3.htm. 


Since we were going to drive by ourselves throughout the country, 


I made sure to read the information in the transportation section. In 
order to expedite my research in archives, I made copies of the 
following templates and translation guides: Polish Vital Records 
from Documents of Our Ancestors by Michael Meshenberg; sample 
forms for Jewish records and a Polish genealogical dictionary from 
Following the Paper Trail: A Multilingual Translation Guide by 
Jonathan D. Shea and William F. Hoffman; and translation of 
requests from English to Polish in the Polish Genealogical Letter- 
Writing Guide, by the Genealogical Library of the LDS from their 
Research Outlines Series C, No. 302. 

I included sample Polish, Hebrew and German alphabets. From 
my genealogical computer programs, I printed out a pedigree chart 
starting with my children back fifteen generations, and descendancy 
charts from each family I wanted to research. 

I printed incomplete family group sheets for families in question 
to show archivists and townspeople I might meet who could give 
me information on my family while they lived in that area. 

Having collected postcards of my ancestral towns for many years, 
I made copies of them as well to know what the towns looked like 
in the 1800s. 

I made a surname and town list so that my husband and in 
Bydgoszcz, my Polish friend, could help me go through many 
volumes of records by only looking for those specific names. The 
most helpful translation guide I took with me was one I generated 
on my computer with information provided to me, many years ago, 
by Miriam Weiner, President of Routes to Roots. 

I printed the sentences in very large fonts so that I could read, 
without my glasses, the italicized sentence I wanted to ask and an 
even bigger font for the Polish translation of that sentence which I 
could show to whomever I met. 

I wrote sentences such as: I am looking for information, can 
you help me?; Some of my ancestors were from this town. Is there 
anyone in the town who speaks English? German? French?; Do 
you have a town historian of someone that knows about the history 
of the town?; Are there any Jews left in town? How may | contact 
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them?; Is there a Jewish cemetery in this town? Is it open? Who has 
the keys and could let me in to see the graves? Please direct me 
there; Does this office maintain census records? If Yes, for what 
years? If yes, for what towns? If yes, are the records indexed by 
name?; Do you have any pamphlets or pictures about your town? 
May I see them? Are they for sale? How much are they?; Does this 
office maintain birth, marriage, and death records? If yes, for what 
years? What towns/cities are represented in your records? Are the 
records indexed by name?; Do you have a book or pamphlet which 
describes your entire record collection? If so, are copies available 
for sale?; Do you have individual street maps for cities/towns in 
Poland? If so, for which towns? 

The most used sentences were asked if anyone spoke English 
and to ask directions. 

The first sheet I copied for my cemetery research section was 
the Mourner’s Kaddish, so that we could recite the ritual prayer for 
the departed for any ancestor’s grave we might find. 

Then I compiled a list of places where individuals were buried 
and if not known, where they died. I first copied a list made by Dr. 
Neil Rosenstein from a 1981 List of Polish Jewish Cemeteries, 
provided by the Polish government, which supplied the location, 
condition, size of, and last burial at, the cemeteries. I also copied 
his article, Poland Revisited (With Stops in Germany & Prague), in 
AVOTAYNU, Vol. VI, No.4, Winter 1990, for a more in depth 
description of the cemetery’s condition in Bytom (Beuthen). Then 
I consulted the World Monument Council’s list of Jewish cemeteries 
in Poland to find the same information, slightly updated. 

I also accessed the JewishGen website (http:// 
www.jewishgen.org) for their report on the “Cemetery Project,” 


which updated my earlier information. While in Warsaw, I updated » 


it even further with information received at the Jewish Historical 
Institute. 

Then I made a list for myself with the Polish town names in 
bold print and the German equivalent in parentheses with the 
information I needed to find the Jewish cemeteries. I included the

The most prominent Farias historically was Valentin Gomez 
Farias, (1781-1858) uncle of Petra Farias. Valentin, physician, 
liberal, educator, is considered by many historians to be “el 
padre de la Reforma.” He served as Vice-President uneasily 
with President Santa Ana, three times as acting President before 
being forced into exile to the United States in 1834. Valentin 
was given the privilege of being the first to sign his name to the 
“La Constitucion Politica de 1857,” encompassing the 
principles for which he had fought all his life. 

Petra Farias married a liberal politician and educator, Alberto 
Chapa, 21st September, 1901, Sabinas Hidalgo, Nuevo Leon, 
Mexico.

The move 
was to be temporary, to wait out the political turmoil. Eventually 
the family migrated to Los Angeles, California, and then to

COURT MINUTES OF THE CAROLINAS 


by Brent H. Holcomb Editor of the South Carolina Magazine of Ancestral Research 


n first hearing the 
term “court 
minutes,” one 
would not think that a book of 
such records would be 
interesting. However, these 
minutes of the county courts 
are some of the most valuable 
and least used sources 
available. In North Carolina 
the minutes of the court of 
pleas and quarter sessions are 
the basic record of the 
counties. They usually begin 
with the formation of the 
county and continue to the 
year 1868. These records 
contain lists of deeds 
recorded, wills proved, 
administrations granted, 
jurymen, road gangs or juries, 
tavern license issuances, 
bastardy suits, small court 
cases, etc. One very useful 
record is a dedimus 
potestatum, commonly 
referred to as a“ded po”. This 
was an order sent to another 
county to take a deposition for 
a court case or to prove a deed 
or other instrument. This “ded 
po” is an indication as to 
where a person emigrated 
from or immigrated to. 
Fortunately for researchers, 


Mount, NC 27803-1512 has 
published two volumes of 
court minutes from the 
adjacent Mecklenburg County. 
These volumes are available 
from Mr. Ferguson at $30.00 
each postpaid.

Maps: Locating Native Nations 


difficult, but not 
hopeless, situation 
is when you know 


you have Native American 
heritage, but you do not know 
from which nation your 
ancestors came. 

Sometimes family 
traditions contain stories of 
Native relatives back a few 
generations, but no indication 
of the tribe. If you know 
where that person lived, it is 

possible to locate the nation 
that lived in that area. Then 
you can begin searching the 
records of that tribe for your 
family. 


We are using the terms 
“nation” and “tribe” 
interchangeably. Some 
people object to the term 
“tribe” as implying that the 
people are primitive, so they 
prefer “nation.” Also most of 
the treaties with the United 
States acknowledged the 
tribes as sovereign nations. 
However most Native 
Americans use “tribe” and 
also “Indian,” so we will also 
in this column. 


_ “Tribe” and “nation” can be 


ambiguous because most of 
the “tribes” actually consist of 
several politically autonomous

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bands and several levels of 
political organization. For 
example, a person might have 
been a member of Red Cloud’s 
Band. Red Cloud’s Band was 
part of the Oglala Nation, 
which was part of the Teton 
Division of the Lakota Nation, 
which is one of the three major 
linguistic divisions of what 
has commonly become known 
as the “Sioux” nation. 

But the Siouan language 
also includes other tribes 
besides The Sioux. 

Usually when searching 


for ancestors you find the 
larger divisions first, then 
work your way down to the 
band or clan level. A few 
people have family stories that 
their Native American 
ancestor was either a chief or 
a “princess.” While there 
were chiefs, there were no 
Indian princesses. This 


misunderstanding results from 





an incorrect application of the 
European form of heirarchical 
royal government onto the 
Indians. Unlike European 
nations, most tribes had many 
chiefs. Some may have been 
extremely influential, but none 
could nor would act without 
the consent of the other chiefs. 
Chiefs were not kings. 


Likewise, the chief’s 
daughters were not princesses, 
and held no special status as 
the daughter of a European 
king would hold. The only 
Indian “princesses” are the 
modern day young women 
selected at pow wow 
gatherings to represent the 
pow wow. So if your family 
history includes an Indian 
“princess” you had better start 
adjusting your own and your 
family’s notions. If it includes 
a “chief” you need to know 
that there were usually many 
chiefs within a tribe. 





- If you know in what state 
your ancestor lived, you can 
check one of many tribai 
maps. You need some idea of 
the time period, because so 
many tribes were migratory or 
were repeatedly pushed off 
their lands by the Americans 
or by other tribes that their 
locations changed over time. 
For example in the 1700s the 
Shawnee tribe lived in the 
Ohio River Valley. By the 
1880s they were relocated to 
Indian Territory, which later 
became Oklahoma. Here is an

Scholars differ on 
why he had the valuable 
documents destroyed - either 
because he was barely literate 
and couldn’t read them, or 
because they provided 


evidence of democratic , 


government that did not 
square with his own notion of 
rule by an all-powerful tyrant. 
When the Greek church 
took over the site in the 15th 
Century and the convent was 
built, church leaders ordered 
the pagan statue of Eros 
destroyed, so another ancient 
Greek treasure was lost. 
Today, there is only the lone 
sister, watching-over the old 
Hun base, amidst the strife of 
war torn Yugoslavia, and 
when she goes, that will be it.

A 
genealogist is a historian of the 
family: therefore, the good as 
well as the bad is included, not 
just the stories in which the 
family was successful. In 
other words to make the 
genealogy worthwhile, it must 
tell the whole story, not just the 
parts you want to tell. The 
historian does not have the 
liberty of excluding part of the 
history, if he does his history 
is no good, it is not valid, it is 
really not worth the paper it is 
printed on. The same is true 
with the genealogy of a family.

thoroughly. Start with 
collecting those stories from 
the family, then branch out to 
the written or printed word, 
and document each item for 
later generations to see the 
authenticity. To search the 
present generation usually is 
easy, because hopefully, you or 
someone close to you will 
have a knowledge for that 
period of time. 

As you collect materials 
always make sure that you 
collect pictures of the 
individuals involved. Have 
the living members tell or 
write about their own history. 
Then it is your job to write the 
true history. A few years ago 
I had a student whose 
grandfather told about his jobs 
on the family farm as he was 
growing up. The grandson 
was fascinated with the stories 
of gathering fodder, milking 
cows, cropping tobacco, and 
chopping and picking cotton. 
This way of life was unknown 
history to the grandson, but it 
really taught him an 
appreciation of his grandpa. 

When you are working on 
genealogy always go to the 
newspapers inthe area during 


the time*in which the person © 


was living. Sometimes you 


can find names: of .family La 
members, or stories which #1} 
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involve your family of which 
you have never heard: Many 
times each community had a 
person who wrote the stories 
and carried them to the 
newspaper editor in the area. 
Many libraries now have their 
local newspapers’ on 
microfilm. If you can’t locate 
the newspaper for the area 
write the state archives for 
suggestions of where you may 
find papers for the area in 
which you are researching. 
More and more collections 
of newspaper articles are 
being edited into books. So 
make sure that you search card 





catalogs. Also, internet is 
making it much easier to 
search card catalogs, 
especially of you colleges and 
universities. For instance 
Galileo in Georgia (http:// 
galileo.gsu.edu/) brings the 
college card catalogs to you on 
the internet. Another often 
skipped source is church 
records in the area where the 
ancestor was living. Just 
because you are a Methodist 
is no reason to believe your 
colonial ancestor was a 
Methodist. So you need to 
search all churches and 
denominations in the vicinity.

Have you looked in 
Orphan’s Court? 
Court records can be 
confusing, to say the least. 
Many genealogists overlook 
the Orphan’s Court records in 
their local courthouse or even 
those maintained by the state. 
The legal term meant that the 












child had lost his/her father. 
There was no age designation 
for the term. In many cases, 
the mother was still living. 
Orphan’s Court records 
show the administration of 
estates and sometimes appoint 
trustees or guardians for minor 
children or incompetent ones. 
The records contain names, 
births, death dates, marriages 
and sometimes the maiden 
name of the mother. If a 
guardian is required, the 
mothers of the family often 
requests her father or brother 
for the task.

Little known records 
survived “the fire” 

One of the little known 
survivors of the famous 
destruction of the 1890 US 
Census was a part of a special 
census of “Surviving Soldiers, 
Sailors and Marines and 
Widows” of the Civil War. In 
most Southern states, it includes 
both Union and Confederate 








veterans. 
The records for states AL 
through some of KY were lost 
along with the population 
schedules. However, most of 
the rest of the states, plus a part 
of KY were saved. These 
records are available on 
microfilm from the National 
Archives in Washington, DC.

The Elliots (or “Ellots” as 
they were originally called) have 
existed as a Clan with a 
recognized Chief at least from 
the time of King Robert the 
Bruce (1306-1329) to the 
present day. Before the Union 
of the Crowns in 1603, they held 
part of the frontier with England 
known as “The Middle March” 
— their chief usually being 
appointed Captain of the 
Hermitage Castle in Liddesdale 
— they became famous as one 
of the great riding clans of the 


Scottish Borders. Later, the 
Elliots were notable for the part 
they played in the settlement of 
the New World, where their 
independence of character — for 
which the Clan has always been 
renowned made them 
particularly welcome. In the 
moder age, the Elliots (often 
spelled “Elliott” outside 
Scotland) have prospered and 
the Clan is now widely spread 
throughout the world.

about locating relatives 
of humble origin not found on 
the landed gentry lists. You 
may find something at the 
S.R.O. (Scottish Record 
Office) 
The S.R.O. has a section of 
“private archives’ dealing 
mostly with landed families. 


Some provided a list of the 
tenant class people renting the 
lands. Starting in the early 
17th century a_ useful 
collection of farm records 
survived and are on file. If you 
have clues indicating your 
family group lived in a 
particular barony, in the 16th 
century, a search of the barony 


_court records may reveal their 


participation in local affairs. 

The S.R.O. (RH 11) havea 
series of local court records. 
The sections dealing with 
arrests, convictions and 
sentences will prove fruitful. 
Unfortunately many who have 
become ‘turned on’ 
Scottishwise, after attending a 
tartan ball, a Robert Burns 
Dinner or a notable Highland 
Games/Gathering have 
unwittingly acquired a set of 
colorful blinders which, 
subconsciously, will limit 
researching. 

Occasionally I am asked 
about my sources of 
information. All material 
presented is factual. All 
reporting is based upon 
printed municipal records. 
When checking recorded farm 
records many times the 
tenant’s name is omitted. Only 
the name of the particular land 
plot is recorded. When you 
research court records starting 
in the early 14th century the 
material wording will become 
more understandable if you 
interpret the way it sounds ... 
not by our current spelling. 
Some examples: One = ane; 
asked = askit, nothing in

Finding some Actual 

Family Clues: This example 
is based upon one page from 
the Burgh of Edinburgh 
Records 1689-1701. “Robert 
Pringle, merchant burgess, is 
elected kirk treasurer for 
1696-1697. Petition by 
William Provance, merchant 
burgess, for the office of 
carrying the mace which is 
vacant by James Campbell’s 
decease, upon consideration 
of the following reasons: (1) 
George Home the petitioner’s 
father-in-law, had had a tack 
of the lands of Broughton from 
the town for 20 years, and had 
lost 16,000 merks in two 
years’ time, one crop being 
destroyed by the West Country 
army and the other by the 
English army, and although 
promised reparation by the 
town he had never received a 
penny; (2) Mr. Hector Foord, 
cousin to the petitioner’ 
father-in-law, left 10,000 
merks to the College, whereof 
the town got possession from 
Mrs. Foord, life rentrix, four 
years ago. (see extracts, 1665- 
1680, pp288-9, and extracts, 
1681-1689, pp95-212). (3) the 
petitioner’s wife’s granduncle, 
the Laird of Saughtonhall, had 
left 20,000 merks for building 
a church * on 1st April 1668 
the council granted 
assignation of 20,000 merks of 
the legacy of Thomas Moodie 
of Dalry to Robert Baird of 
Saughtonhall’. The council 
for these reasons, elect him 
sword or mace bearer during 
their plesure.” These facts 
were recorded January 10, 
1696.’ 

The above extract from the 
Council meeting January 10, 
1696, provides many positive 
facts which will definitely and 
accurately identify relatives. 
Not only names actually 
mentioned but other family 
members ... and where they 
lived and when. Let us 
consolidate facts from the 
January 10, 1696 Council 
Record: We know Robert 
Pringle is a representative, a 
burgess, of the Burgh of 
Edinburgh. Without the 


official title of merchant 
burgess he cannot do business 
in the city of Edinburgh. We 
can safely assume he is, at 
least, high upper class. John 
Campbell a kirk mace bearer 
has died in the early part of 
1696. George Home is the 
and he once owned land at 
Broughton. Hector Foord is 
the cousin of Mr. George 
Home. Robert Pringle’s wife’s 
grand uncle was the laird of 
Baughtonhall. Thomas 
Moodie of Daltry left a legacy, 
some of which the Council 
transferred to Robert Baird of 
Saughtonhall. 

By checking kirk officials 
as of January 10, 1696 we can 
identify Robert Pringle’s kirk 
wherein he is mace bearer. We 
can safely assume we will find 
Robert’s family on the kirk 
roster...perhaps grandchildren. 
If so these children will carry 
the family name forward some 
future 100 years. Here dated 
and located, by the time frame 
January 10, 1696, we have 
located seven different family 
names.

Family Tree Topper: Delay brings neglect. 


About ears & how they grow. .Ances-tree? 


Do old folks have big ears? 
That’s the not exactly burning 
question the British Royal 
College of General 
Practitioners decided to 
answer, as a way of 
encouraging regular 
physicians to do more 
research. James Heathcote, a 
doctor from Kent, England, 
and several other doctors 
measured the length of the ear 
in 206 patients, male and 
female, between the ages of 30 
and 93, from lobe to ear top. 
After accounting for natural 
variations in ear size and 
things like earring weight 
(earrings tend to lengthen the 
lobe but don’t change the ear’s 
overall growth rate), the 
doctors found that ears grow 
about .0087 inch a year, or 
about half an inch over 50 
years. Women, Heathcote 
says, start out with smaller 
ears, but theirs grow at about 
the same rate as men’s. As to 
why ears keep growing, 
Heathcote speculates that it’s 
because of the difference 
between cartilage, which ears 
are made of, and bone. “Your 
bones are largely governed by 
your sex hormones, so they 
grow at puberty and are then 
stopped from growing,” he 
says. “But cartilage seems to 
grow steadily.” Noses are also 
mostly cartilage, and 
Heathcote suspects they also 
grow with age.

What ARE they eating 

in London now? 

Some of you may have 
caught the article in the Wall 
Street Journal s November 11, 
1997 edition, “Tripe a la 
Mode: London restaurants 
now discover offal.” 

The article begins with 





Fergus Henderson’ of 
London’s St. John’s 
Restaurant selecting 


ingredients for his lunch rush: 
boiled down pigs heads; pig 
cheeks; nose; ears and lambs 
tongue; peeled and poached 
sweetbreads; black blood 
pudding; chitlins. 

The article goes on to say 
that between 25% and 30% of 
London’s 600 biggest and 
fanciest restaurants now serve 
offal. “For one thing, offal’s 
earthy rural origins have been 
updated for city tastes. Offal 
is a favorite of continental 
sophisticates, as well as a 
mainstay for the poor.” 

The irony of it all is that this 
“Haute Cuisine” seems to 
have its origins with the 
French chefs and it is not 
Robert Burns’ “French ragout 
of olio that was staw a sow.” 

It seems to me after reading 
the article, that what the 
French have passed off to the 
London restaurants as offal is 
still eating pretty high on the 
hog compared to what we 
Scots put into our haggis. 
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However, judging by our attire 
and the amount of economy 
that goes into eating the 
Haggis despite its humble 
contents, it is still truly “haute 
cuisine.” 

While making light of the 
article, our Milwaukee St. 
Andrew’s Society has run into 
a practical problem with the 
haggis this year. I was just 
recently notified by our long 
term Haggis Master that there 
was a local shortage of sheep 
stomach lining and he was 
having trouble finding enough 
for our Burn’s Dinner in 
January. Having just 
completed my maiden, if 
you'll pardon the expression, 
presentation of Robert Burn’s 
To A Haggis, | was acutely 
aware of how necessary the 
sheep stomach lining is to the 
whole ceremony.

of tradition 


for dancers

he traditional 
dancers stride into 
the thatched-roof hut 
and start strutting 
their stuff to a cacophony of 
drums and whistles in Broed- 
erstroom, South Africa. 


But these Africans. are | 
wearing red tartan kilts. | 


What’s that all about? 


No one knows for sure. And | 


maybe that’s the way it 
should be. 

The Pedi people, citing their 
oral history, say the use of 
kilts dates back to 1879. 


LIFESTYLES 


They say that’s when the 
tribe lost a battle because its 
warriors thought kilted Scots 
leading a British army were 


women and held their fire © 


until realizing the mistake too 
late. 

Historians dismiss that as 
a myth. But they can’t agree 
on the tradition’s origin 
either. 

Some claim kilts were 
adopted under British colonial 
rule. Others say they date 
only to World War II. 

“The thing about African 
culture is nothing is written 
down,” said Lindy Prince, 
spokeswoman for Lesedi Cul- 
tural Village: “It’s all word of 
mouth.” 

In a strange way, the kilts 
worn by Pedi men in their rit- 
ual dances don’t look out of 
place at Lesedi, about a 40- 
minute drive from Johannes- 
burg. 

Tourists can see four South 
African cultures, each living 
in a tiny community where 
they demonstrate crafts and 
traditions. 

Sotho dancers kick high in 
red hotpants with red-and- 
white tassels hanging from 
waists and calves to the 
ground. 
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South African tribe wears

Next come Zulus in animal 
hides and grasses, and Xhosa 
in headscarves of various 
designs and white cloths tied 
around their arms and legs. 

Still, the Pedi draw the most 
whispers as they start their 
high-energy, high-volume 
dance, which leaves little 
doubt that these three Pedi 
men, at least, do wear some- 
thing under the kilts. 

In identical white, short- 
sleeve dress shirts, green 
knee-high socks, well-worn 
sneakers and beaded belts 
from which dangle about a 
dozen golden tassels, they 
blow. on whistles, backed by 
arrhythmic drum beats, horn 
playing and vocals by women 
in traditional dresses. 

An attempt to mimic bag- 


pipes, the sounds come togeth- 
er like a convoy of screaming 
European ambulances dri- 
ving past a construction site. 
And after it’s over they 
drink -beer, although it’s a 
rough approximation since 
it’s made from sorghum and

Princess Diana's bodyguard 
returns safely home to Wales — 


The Welsh bodyguard who 
was the only survivor of the 
Parish car crash that killed 
Diana, Princess of Wales, her 
friend Dodi Fayed and 
chauffeur Henri Paul, was 
released from the hospital five 
weeks following the tragedy. 

‘Trevor Rees-Jones, of 
Whittington, near Oswestry, 
who was one of Dodi Fayed’s 
personal bodyguards was 
flown home by helicopter. 
Despite horrific face and chest 
injuries which necessitated ten 
hours of intricate surgery, he 
was well enough two days 
after coming home, to attend 
a harvest festival at his local 
church. He walked to the altar 


a oe 


unaided to receive Holy 
Communion. 

Rees-Jones’ family thanked 
the French medical team 
responsible for his recovery. 
They also thanked Dodi’s 
father, Mohamed Al Fayed, for 
his support. British officials 
in Paris were thanked for the 
cooperation. Oswestry Rugby 
Club, where Rees-Jones is a 
member, came in for special 
praise for its constant support. 

The ex-soldiers’ Welsh- 
speaking grandmother, Ann 
Rees of Lianfyilin, said that 
her grandson had gone 
through a very rough time and 
was still feeling very tired. 

Despite his physical 
recovery, Rees-Jones has little 
memory of the circumstances 
of the crash. He did state that 
the driver, Henri Paul, did not 
seem to be under the influence 
of alcohol. Already twice 
questioned regarding the 
circumstances of the crash, it 
is likely that inquiry judge 
Herve Stephan will visit Rees- 
Jones in the near future to talk 


with him again.

Abernathy Forest - one of the 
few places in the country 
where you can still see vast 
expanses of native Caledonian 
Pine, Scottish Crossbills and 
the worlds largest grouse, 
capercaillie (weighing in at 
upwards of 10 pounds) plus 
some beautiful red deer. 

We spent time at the 
Montrose Basin Wildlife 
Center where the tidal basin 
harbors a wide variety of birds 
such as redshanks, knot, 
oystercatcher, dunlin, greylag 
and pinkfeet geese - as well as 
whooper and mute swans. We 
saw those, plus wigeon, 
mallard and pintail. 

We spent three days at 
Dalmunzie House at Glenshee 
with its 600 acre sporting 
estate and the highest golf 
course in Scotland. 

We worked our way down 
to the Lammennuir Hills south

that these records do not 
always show the correct 
numbers, but they do give you 
an idea of how your ancestors 
were living. It is also 
interesting because of the 
times during the Civil War, 
especially for Southerners, 
because the war had an impact 
on farming and agriculture. 
Here again, if you can’t find 
the agricultural census, 
contact a genealogy library or 
the state archives. 

These are some places 
which you need to check. You 
also need to check internet. 
More and more is being placed 
on the internet. Go to a search 
engine and just type in 
genealogy, and see what you 
come up with. Go to the 
Family Tree Maker genealogy 
site, because more and more 


people are putting information 


on the web. 

You may want to share your 
information with others, and 
this is possible. A few weeks 
ago, I found a picture of an 
ancestor in the Family Tree 
Maker site. I had never seen a 
picture of the man who lived 
in the middle 1800s. I am very 
appreciative to see the picture. 
The internet is opening up a 
whole new world to genealogy 
and history, and we all should 
take advantage of it. It will 
help to make genealogy more 
interesting, but we all must be 
sincere historians and 
genealogists.

of Edinburgh and 
Biddulph’s Moors. This area 
is one of the best examples of 
moorland management in 
Britain and covers 20,000 
acres of heather moor and has 
some of the best grouse 
shooting in Scotland. 

Mary and I have been held 
up many times by herds of 
sheep winding their way on a 
single track, but this trip we 
were held up by a huge flock 
of pheasants in the road that 
would not take off or scatter - 
but scurried and fluttered 
along the road in front of us 
until we came to a branch in 
the road - and there, 
fortunately, they took the road 
less traveled. 

We spent one afternoon at 
the Scottish Academy of 
Falconry where we ventured 
out onto the moors to fly the 
falcons and watch them catch 
grouse and a couple of ducks. 

Well, the castles were not 
neglected. We visited 
Inverlochy, Dunvegan, 


Armadale Castle at the Clan 


the 


Donald Visitor’s Centre, the 
Earl of Orkney’s castle in 
Kirkwall, Cawdor Castle, 
Glamis and BlairAtholl. 

We stayed two days at 
Borthwick Castle south of 
Edinburgh and finished our 
tour at Sunlaws House, the 
Duke of Roxburghe’s 200 acre 
estate on the banks of the 
Teviot River outside of Kelso. 

Well, Mary and I were 
converted to birds and 
Scottish wildlife and the bird 
group was converted to 
Scottish castles and beautiful 
country estate. 

However, I never did see a 
double-breasted yellow tufted 
titmouse (I think I have that 


right.) that everybody talked 


about. 

On the other hand, they 
never saw a vitrified fort, so I 
guess it was sort of tit for tat.

two weeks Susie was off the 
America, and the legendary 
horse country of Chester 
County, PA.

However, whilst enjoying 
herself with her horses, Susie 
was busily collecting Scottish 
contemporary art, her other 
passion.

They believe the Spanish 
soldiers under arms in 
California during the 1779- 
1783 time period qualify as 
valid Revolutionary War 
Patriots...Spain declared war 
on England June/July 1779 
and conducted war until the 
Peace Treaty in 1783. King 
Carols ordered all his subjects 
in the New World to attack and 
subdue any English fort, ship 
or force which came within 
their jurisdiction. This order 
was recognized in California 














and Father Serra requested, 
received and sent donations in 
support of the colonies. 

A typical soldier was Jose 
Antonio Yorba who had joined 
the Royal Catalan Volunteers 
and who was posted to Baja 
California in time to join Capt. 
Gaspar de _ Portola’s 
expedition to explore and 
settle Upper California in 
1789. He then continued in 
service in various presidios 


and missions until he retired 
in 1797. 

In 1781 he married Maria 
Josefa Grijalva, daughter of a 
fellow soldier, Lt. Juan Pablo 
Griyalva. 

As a result of his services 
in the Spanish Army, Yorba 
obtained a 62,516 acre land 
grant, most of northern Orange 
County, California, which was 
known as Rancho Santiago de 
Santa Ana. Yorba died in 
1825, but he had numerous 
children who married into 
other local families. By 1868 
when the Rancho was divided, 
there were over 100 claimants. 
There are now a few thousand 
valid descendants, many of 
whom know their ancestry 
very well.

There were 
between 100 and 200 soldiers 
in California during this time 
period and there are many 
eligible descendants.
